Rays Cause 
Health Cycles 


EDMONTON, Alta.—A univer- 
sity of Alberta professor believ- 
ed the disease and health cycles 
among wildlife and humans was 


Professor William Rowan said pop- 
ulation cycles were linked with the 
ultra violet vitamin D rays from the 
sun, He believed his theory would 
help solve the mysterious feast and 
famine cycle which has puzzled nat- 
uralists for years. 

The Edmonton Bulletin, comment- 
ing on the professor's theory, said it 
also appeared to cast light on why 
certain human diseases such as 
mumps, measles and whooping cough 
occur in regular cycles. 

The theory also dovetailed with 
facts describing Canada’s cycling 
wildlife population. “After analyzing. 
the problem, Professor Rowan decid- 
ed some mysterious external force 
was the cause. Covering as it did 
the whole of Canada, Scandinavia and 
probably northern Russia. It was too 
widespread to be caused by mere 
over-population or disease,” the pa- 
per added. 


| Winter Driving | 


The following 6 tips on cold weath- 
er driving are offered by the Com- 
mittee on Winter Driving Hazards of 
the National Safety Council: 

1, Get the feel of the road before 
you start out—you can do this by 
trying your brakes while driving 
slowly and away from traffic. 

2, Adjust your speed to road and 
weather conditions, Slow down on 
wet, snowy and icy roads so you 
can stop when you have to. 

3. Use tire chains on ice and snow. 
They cut down braking distances 
as much as 40_or 50 per cent. 
Chains are not a cure-all for win- 
ter accidents, but they will help 
the careful driver. 

4. Keep your windshield and win- 
dows clear of snow and ice, fog 
and frost. Be sure your head- 
lights, windshield wipers, and de- 
frosters are in good working or- 
der. You have to see danger to 
avoid it! 

5. When you have to stop, pump 
your brakes up and down—jam- 
ming them on may lock them and 
throw your vehicle into a skid. 

6. Follow other vehicles at a safe 
distance—remember that it takes 
from three to twelve times as 
long to stop on snow and ice as 
it does on dry concrete,

Goalies Have 
Better Records 
This Season 


All but two of the regular goalten- 
ders in the National Hockey League 
have better goals-against records 
this season than they had a year ago 
for the same period. One goalie, 
Jack Gelineau of Boston, was not in 
the League last season, therefore 
there is no comparable record for 
Jack, 

There were 604 goals scored in the 
first 114 games played this season 
compared to 625 scored in the first 
114 games a year ago. This is a de- 
crease of 21 goals and is attributable 
to the net-minders improved show- 
ing. 

Big Bill Durnan, five-time Vezina 
Trophy winning twine-tender of the 
Montreal Canadiens, boasts the best 
goals-against record this season, In 
38 games Bill allowed 82 pucks. to 
get behind him for an average of 
2.16 goals-against per game. For the 
same period a year ago he had an 
average of 2.21. Durnan also shares 
the shutout leadership after the first 
114 National League games this sea- 
son, Durnan, Harry Lumley of De- 
troit and Turk Broda of Toronto each 
shut out the opposition on five oc- 
casions. 


Harry Lumley, stellar netminder of 
the League-leading Red Wings and 
youngest goalie in the loop at 23 
years of age, shows the biggest im- 
provement in his record this semes- 
ter. Lumley had the red light flash- 
ed on back of him 77 times in 36 
games for an average of 2.20 goals- 
against per game. This is an im- 
provement of .26 over a year ago 
when Harry's average was 2.46, 

Bonny Prince Charlie Rayner of 
the Broadway Blue Shirts comes 
along next with a goals-against av- 
erage of 2.24, Chuck’s average a 
year ago was 2.68. In 37 games he 
only let the puck slip by him 83 
times, The raven-thatched New York 
goalie also racked up three shutouts, 


Turk Broda, Toronto Maple Leafs’ 
veteran cage custodian, slipped from 
a 2.79 average a year ago to 2.81 
this season, In 38 games this year 
he’s had 107 pucks enter his net, 
Broda and Brimsek are both two 
time Vezina Trophy winners. 


Frank Brimsek showed the great- 
est change in his goals-against record 
this year, Last season he was play- 
ing with the Boston Bruins, while 
this campaign he’s guarding the nets 
of the Chicago Black Hawks, Last 
season at this time Frank had a 
goals-against average of 2.78 per 
game. After 38 gantes this term he's 
allowed 123 goals to be scored on 
him for an average of 3.24. This is 
the highest goals-against record of 
any goalie in the loop, Brimsek re- 
corded two shutouts during that 
time, too, 


Jack Gelineau, Boston’s rookie 
goalkeeper, had 120 goals scored 
against him in 39 games for an aver- 
age of 3.08 per game, He also had 
three shutouts in those 39 contests. 

Jim Henry, Chicago’s goalie a year 
ago but who isn’t in the League this 
season, had 137 goals-against in 38 
games for a goals-against average of 
3.60 per game at this time last year. 

The Vezina Trophy does not go to 
the goalkeeper with the best average 
at the end of the regular season but 
goes to “the goalkeeper who has 
played the most games for the team
